Saddle Ridge Hoard - California Couple Finds Gold Coins 

The couple, while walking on their property, saw a rusty can exposed by the 
weather. Upon further inspection, the couple found it filled with gold coins and 
eventually found eight containers for a total of 1411 U.S. gold coins. 

"The coins are dated from 1847 to 1894, and the majority of them are $20 
denomination Liberty Double Eagles struck at the San Francisco Mint between 
1855 and 1894." (PCGS.com) 

The California couple decided to take their find to Kagin's to be preserved and 
auctioned. They were then sent to PCGS to be graded. A few of the coins are 
so pristine that they match the best known examples known to date.
